The Amsterdam Exhibition. 


[FROM OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENT. ] 








There is no doubt whatever that the Amster- 
dam Exhibition was a good idea, and was in- 
tended to be a very good show, but good inten- 
tions are a bad pavement, if old sayings are to 
be believed, and I may as well say at once that, 
so far, the exhibition is nothing more or less 
than a ‘‘sell.” It is not ‘all right up to now.” 

But, however backward it may be at present, 
there is ample reason for hope in the future. 
Preparations are going on which augur a very 
large exhibition compared with what is ready 
now, and I think that in July there may be suf- 
ficient inducement to tempt visitors to the spot; 
but I advise nobody to go there before then. 

In the meantime, my experience may be in- 
teresting tosome of your readers. I left Lon- 
don on Saturday night, before Whit-Monday, 
amid rain and every promise of a thoroughly 
disagreeable journey. We were all on board 
the steamer at Harwich before 10 P. m., and 
though fine and breezy there was but little hope 
of sunshine on the morrow. This foreboding, 
however, was not realized, and we landed at 
Rotterdam at 9 a. M. on as magnificent a day as 
one could wish. Our passage had been smooth 
and unbroken—save in a few instances, by 
groanings and sounds of unpleasant exertions 
to empty the human stomach. Latterly, I have 
been an active and diligent member of this un- 
happy ‘choir, but on this occasion I was more 
fortunate. 

Let me here diverge for a moment to discuss 
the question of the best route to Amsterdam. 
wich and Rotterdam route as the best and easi- 
est. A long railway journey is not invigorating 
after leaving the steamer, and two hours brings 
one easily from Rotterdam to Amsterdam. 
When you land at the former town get a cab 
and drive to the railway station, or else go by 
the little steamer that is alongside. I prefer 
going to the railway station (Holland line) by 
cab—fare, one florin. 

I may here say that the florin is the coin in 
Holland. It is a 2s. piece of the value of Is. 8d., 
and all prices are calculated by florins and cen- 
times. Five centimes go toa penny, and there 
are half centime coins, so that in changing a 24¢ 
florin piece, you may possibly get a pint of 
money. The money is as unintelligible as the 
language, and as every cabman and writer is on 
the lookout for a stranger, it is best to submit to 
be fleeced quietly and with resignation. Twelve 
florins make one pound sterling, and in estimat- 
ing the prices of goods in shop windows remem- 
ber this fact. For instance, an article labeled 
2.75, means 2 florins, or 3s, 4d., and 75 centimes 
or 15d., altogether, 4s. 7d. If you like, multiply 
the florins by 100, add the centimes, and divide 
by 5 for the amount in pence. 

I went to the Hotel Adrian, in a very busy 
street, the name of which I never knew and 
don’t want to know. I advise nobody to waste 
his time and lose his sleep at nights by even 
trying to learn any names of Dutch places, peo- 
ple or things. When you get to your hotel, 
look at it ; go outside and stare at it for an hour, 
it wil] repay you. If you ever lose it you will 
have to find it like a dog—either smell it or 
sight it as no directions will be of any use. 
Dutch hotels, though, are very clean, very com- 
fortable, and not too expensive, although just 
now, and probably during the exhibition, there 
will be “high old times” for Amsterdam hotel 
keepers. 

Whit Sunday and Monday were holidays. 
The Dutch like holidays; they make them for 
themselves like they make cheeses. The Anni- 
versary for Independence is a holiday, so is 
every other anniversary ; the king’s birthday, 
the queen’s, all the youngsters’, the mayor’s, the 
town councils’, the priest’s, and if wanted the 
pew opener’s. The Dutch are a funny lot of 
people altogether. The men are short and no 
exaggeration of sentiment can suggest any 
good looks for them as a rule, but the women 
are neat and comely, except those who wear the 
hideous head-gear of gold and silver, an excuse 
for which, however, can be found in its heredi- 
tary character. 

Many writers have described the Dutch, and 
it is unnecessary for me to say anything extra, 
except that a little dynamite would do them 
good, and might stir them up a little. They are 
very stolid, and don’t move under anything 
which is non-explosive. What can’t be done to- 
day can be done to-morrow, or, if not then, 
next week. This is awkward if anybody isina 
hurry. In the Exhibition arrangements this 
calm deliberation is a very prominent feature. 

I took some note of the streets, which were 
crowded to excess with people, who make use of 





certain thoroughfares as a promenade. One 
thing strikes the stranger at first glance, and 
that is the wonderfully complete system of tram 
service, to and from all parts of the city. 
Trams run continually, swiftly, and at cheap 
fares. There is no humbug, as in Paris, with 
**stations;” passengers can enter or leave the 
car on noticing the conductor. Bells warn the 
foot passengers of the approach of the tram, 
otherwise, the streets being narrow, serious ac- 
cidents would occur. 

One of the first familiar faces I saw was a 
brother journalist of long acquaintance, who at 
once informed me that ‘‘ Amsterdam was a 
good-for-nothing place—a rotten city—there was 
not a single pawnshop to be seen.” I regret to 
have to report this, and nothing but an abject 
respect for the truth would drag this incident 
from me. My friend was also very severe on 
things in general, and I think he was right. 

I looked out for the stationers’ shops, and for 
the Dutch hand-made paper, which was con- 
spicuous by its absence everywhere. I there 
fore conclude it is made chiefly 
for export. There was plenty of 
the commoner cheap German note 
papers, with the colored designs 
on the sheet and envelope back, 
but I saw no paper from home, 
anywhere. The shops, indeed, as 
a@ rule, are very tawdry, the ar- 
ticles being common and flimsy, 
though marked at low figures 
to tempt purchasers. All goods 
seemed alike, and I was especially 
disappointed: with the jewelers’ 
shops. This feature of ginger- 
bread flimsiness is, I should say, 
decidedly national, or at any rate 
strictly d la mode at Amsterdam. 

Stay, there is one exception to a 
this rule, and that is, the matter 7) .! 
of wooden shoes. A Dutchman, ye 
who is compelled to deny himself 
the conceit of a glorious exterior, 
has to adopt very useful and last- 
ing clothing, regardless of appear- 
ances. So, for a pair of boots he 
simply utilizes the stump of a 
tree, saws it in half, makes a hole 
in each part, and he has a pair 
of shoes, which announce his ap- 
proach automatically, and enable the people he 
meets to clear out in time, or jump on a door- 
step. 

Nevertheless, Amsterdam is an interesting 
city, and well worth seeing. The starting- 
place, or foundation spot of the city, is a large 
square called the Dam, and many of the trams 
seem to concentrate at this spot. This is rather 
awkward. For instance, it is not at all profane | 
to speak of a Dam tram, though it may sound 
queer. Canals traverse the city, and the smaller 
ones stink like stoats. Little steamers ply fre- 
quently, and moonlight trips are quite the 
cheese—Dutch cheese, of course—the passengers 
accompanying the varying stenches with mu- 
sical efforts that affect the ears at the same 
time, and in the same degree as the nose, and 
everybody is happy. My journalistic friend 
called these canals ‘ the silent highway,” but he 
left out one or two adjectives equally suitable. 

If any paper maker makes up his mind to see 
the exhibition, he must also resolve to drink 
Dutch beer. Beer is the very best show just 
now, and was ready before any other exhibit. 
It is not at all bad, is cheap and free from vice. 
It is all drawn very mild. No blue ribbon 
army is necessary. Dutch beer is the next step 
after water, but I would advise everybody to 
steer clear of spirits. There is some local stuff 
called Schiedam, and the first part of this name 
is altogether superfluous and unnecessary. 

The Dutch people are scrupulously clean, and 
there are no beggars in the streets. The people 
are also precise to a degree. If you have a spot 
on your clothes, someone is certain to stop you 
in the street and point it out to you. If it is 
behind you will have the exact locale fixed by 
touch, the explanation being conveyed to you 
in Dutch, which is not easily understood. If 
anybody, therefore, feels a touch, accompanied 
by a few words, each a yard and a half in 
length, he will know now that he has sat on 
some paint, or otherwise compromised his ex- 
terior. I- believe the Dutch are very hospitable 
also, and are, as a nation, honest and straight- 
forward in business. They are, however, in- 
tolerably phlegmatic in disposition. 


So far as the Exhibition itself is concerned, I 
can’t say very much, simply on account of the 
present existing chaoticconfusion. The exhibits 
are nothing like ready. Indeed, some goods to 
be exhibited have not yet even left the countries 
that send them—their homes, so to speak. Piles 
of packing-cases, boxes, bags, &c., testify to 
the work to be accomplished before the Exhibi- 
tion is fit to be seen, and judging from what I 
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saw and from the abominable arrangements, I 
should say that six weeks, at least, will elapse 
before completion is arrived at. 

There is a total absence of all order at the Ex- 
hibition, simply because there is nobody on the 
spot. People may, and do, spend hours in hunt- 
ing up officials in vain. I did myself, and I state 
it here, that after looking for a Goot official all 
Whit-Monday and greater part of Tuesday, I 
left in disgust without ever seeing or hearing 
anything of him. This is scandalous behavior 
on somebody’s part. 

Nobody was in at the offices of the respective 
Goots in the Exhibition building; no clerks, and 
no information. In addition to this want of 
humanity in the building, there was far too 
much of officialism outside. All kinds of hum- 


bug was enacted at the admission gates. For- 
eign journalists and reporters were to be ad- 
mitted free, but on presenting a card, the gate- 
men simply ordered you to a box-office to pay, 
or else you must go to a photographer and have 
a photo taken and pasted on a special admission 
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ticket. This process occupied several days and 
cost about £1. Another very questionable bene- 
fit was the free railway pass to reporters of for- 
eign journals. I took a ticket through feeling 
quite certain about the railway officialism. My 
journalistic friend, however, used his pass, and 
he told me that the jabber and suspicious looks 
bestowed upon him by the many guards, to- 
gether with the questions and doubtful inquiries 


put to him, severely discounted the saving of the 


fare, which would otherwise have enabled him 
to travel as an honest, civilized human being. 
But one good thing was achieved by the Am- 
sterdam press on behalf of their journalistic 
brethren, namely, a reduction of the hotel 
tariff, and I wish tochronicle my sincere appre- 
ciation of this kindness. Nothing more was to 
be desired so far as hotel comfort was concerned. 

The Exhibition building is an ugly pretentious 
piece of penny gaffism. An imposing entrance 
has been erected which some official French 
writer has described in glowing language, filling 
several pages of a ‘‘ Guide to the Exhibition.” 
When I examined this affair, the entrance was 
indeed “imposing,” for it was a collection of 
deal boards tacked all over with marble paper, 
and relieved by some statuary composed of mud 
and whitewash stucco. Some of these ‘‘ impos- 
ing” warriors #:<¢ unfinished, and had only one 
leg and part of a head, and looked melancholy 
and sad. Everything about this entrance affair 
was tawdry and villanously vulgar. 


The ‘ Guide” is a book written by a French- 
man,.and fulsome to a degree. It has been 
* prepared” as it anticipates the completion of 
the Exhibition. Thus in the grounds you would 
be walking over an open space of sand and 
stones which, according to the ‘‘ Guide,” was a 
** magnificent” something or otner. You had to 
imagine this. The grounds contained several 
embryo structures all magnificent—when fin- 
ished. The best thing I found in the grounds 
was a magnificent band, which played the Tann- 
hauser overture splendidly, and I was very for- 
tunate in passing just as this started. A good 
deal of beer was consumed in the grounds, for 
it was a blazing hot day on Whit-Monday, the 
hottest day I ever experienced in Europe. 

No catalogue of the entire exhibition is yet 
published | This astounding fact will explain 
the way in which the whole thing is conducted. 
There is a Catalogue of the Belgian Court 
which was being offered for sale on Tuesday 
morning for the first time. If, however, the cata- 
logue is to be anything like the Guide, let us 
hope it may never appear. This Guide opens thus: 





‘Sublime’ page in the history of the Nether- 
lands, grand work, glorious for our country, 
boldly conceived, valiantly carried out, born 
under the strangest auspices, and inaugurated 
with the elements of certain success, surrounded 
by the sympathy of the whole world.” 

It is only fair to state that the above extrava- 
gant language is not a Dutchman’s ideas of 
the exhibition. In point of fact, the king of the 
Netherlands, who “inaugurated with the ele- 
ments of certain success,” is disgusted with the 
exhibition, and has expressed his determination 
not to go again and support an entirely foreign 
speculation. The exhibition is a French and 
Belgian speculation, and would have broken 
down altogether had not a rich Datch banker 
stepped in. I mention these facts merely to 
show what a mass of humbug has been quite 
unnecessarily dragged into the exhibition by the 
promoters. 

I may as well at once state that the Machinery 
Gallery was not opened, and that there was not 
a single exhibit of paper in the whole Exhibi- 

tion ! There is absolutely nothing 
there to interest a paper maker at 
all,so far as I could see, except 
some fibres. In the Jamaica sec- 
tion, there are some splendid sam- 
ples of penguin fibre of great 
length and whitecolor. I strongly 
urged the use of this fibre some 
years ago. It is a weed of pecu- 
liarly persevering pertinacity of 
growth, and will not be got rid 
of. It might be cultivated to any 
extent, and would not cost more 
than £1 per ton of fibre for chemi- 
,cals. I can’t conceive sensible 
J”. people running after scarcer and 
inferior fibres when such a splen- 
did fibre as the penguin is to be had. 

In the Canada and Manitoba 
section—perhaps the most useful 
and practical in the whole Exhibi- 
tion—some good prairie grasses 
areshown. Whetherasupply can 
be had is another question. 

The United States section is 
small, and, so far as I could judge, 
consisted of pills and tonic bit_ 
ters. Perhaps I ought to mention 
pills last to keep the correct se- 
quence. No paper was ready if it was there, 
and altogether, so far as the paper trade is con- 
cerned, the Amsterdam Exhibition of 1883— 
“sublime day, gloriously conceived,” &c., &c., 


is a perfect fiasco. W. F.C. 
——_____—- 
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Herewith is given an illustration, in vertical 
longitudinal! section, of an upright paper pulp 
digester for reducing fibre to paper pulp, having 
a supplemental chamber connected with it by 
means of pipes, a pump located upon the pipes 
for circulating the alkaline liquor from the bot- 
tom of the digester through the pipes and a sup- 
plemental chamber back to the interior upper 
part of the digester, with a steam-coil or steam 
chamber or chambers within the supplemental 
chamber to heat the alkaline liquor in the course 
of its passage back to the digester. 

A is a closed pulp-digester, in which the pulp 
is ‘‘ cooked ” under pressure: B, a sliding. valve 
for discharging the contents of the same; C, a 
perforated diaphragm to sustain the vegetable 
matter or pulp, and yet allow a free circulation 
of the liquor through it ; D, an upper perforated 
diaphragm for spreading the alkaline liquor 
over the pulp as said liquor enters the top of the 
digester in the course of circulation. 

E is a pipe leading from the bottom of the 
digester A to the fan or other pump, F. 

E’ is a pipe leading from the pump F to the 
bottom of the supplemental chamber G. 

H is a pipe leading from the top of the sup- 
plemental chamber G back to the digester A. 

I I’ are suitable cocks for regulating the flow of 
the alkaline liquor. 

J is a steam-coil of pipe passing from a steam- 
generator or boiler into the supplemental cham- 
ber G, to heat the contents of the latter in their 
passage through it. The steam enters at the 
point J’, and has its exit, together with any 
condensation that may occur, at the point de- 
nominated J.” 

K K’ are cocks or valves to regulate the flow 
of steam. The end J’ of the coil J is connected 
directly with the steam-space of a boiler or 
generator. The end J’ is also connected with 
the steam boiler or generator by means of a 
pump or ordinary trap, through which the waste 
or condensed steam is conducted back to the 
boiler. Instead of steam, hot water may be 
used in the coil J. The ends J J’ in such case 
may be gonnected with a coil or chamber or 
chambers, which latter may be heated by direct 
fire heat, the water being driven through these 





chambers and coil J by means of a pump, where- 
by the circulation of the hot water may be main- 
tained through the coil J and through the coil or 
chambers heated by the fire, to thoroughly and 
continuously heat the contents of supplemental 
chamber G. The coil J may be substituted by 
or supplemented with a series of steam-conduit 
chambers or a single chamber. 

The operation is as follows: The digester A is 
first filled with wood or other vegetable fibrous 
material through the man-hole L, the cock I’ 
being closed. The alkaline liquor is then pumped 
into the digester through the man-hole L, in the 
proportion of about eighteen hundred gallons, 
of a strength of about 6° Beaumé, to two cords 
of wood. The man-hole L is then closed, the 
cock I and I’ are opened and the pump F is 
started. This circulates the liquor (by a pump, 
F), through the pipe E’, supplemental chamber 
G, pipe H, digester A and pipe E, back to the 
pump again, and so on continuously during the 
operation of cooking. In the meantime, at the 
beginning of the operation of pumping or cir- 
culating, the cocks or valves E E’ are open, and 
steam or hot water, as above described, entering 
at the point J’, is continuously circulated through 
the coil or spiral chamber J, whereby the con- 
tents, in their passage through the chamber G, 
are heated. The continuous circulation of the 
alkaline liquor through the digester A and its 
contents is maintained throughout the operation 
of pulping by means of the pump F, and the 
continuous circulation of the steam or hot water 
through the coil J is also continuously main- 
tained by the means described. 
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Testing Steam Boilers. 


After the test pressure has been main- 
tained some time, the measurements previously 
obtained should be checked, and any extension, 
distortion, bulging, &c., carefully noted. Then, 
again, when the pressure is relaxed, which may 
be done suddenly, it should be ascertained 
whether any changes of shape that may have 
been found are permanent or not. If there be 
any permanent enlargement or distortion, even 
of the slightest degree, it should be satisfactorily 
examined to decide whether it is due to the elas- 
tic limit of the material having been exceeded 
or to malconstruction. There are cases, as, for 
instance, with flat surfaces, where a permanent 
set might take place and which would be quite 
safe at the ordinary working pressure. This is 
especially the case with stayed surfaces, for it 
seldom happens that each stay in a series takes 
its due proportion of load until the stays have 
been stretched or the plates distorted by the pres- 
sure, 

But cases of a permanent flue tube distortion 
or flattening, must always be treated with the 
greatest caution, since the change of shape is 
liable to become aggravated on a subsequent ap- 
plication of the same or even a less pressure. In 
all cases where a permanent set is discovered, 
the test should be repeated again and again if 
necessary, to ascertain if the set becomes in- 
creased. 

Some advocate the method of marking the 
leaky seams and rivets when the full pressure is 
on, and then reducing the pressure for calking. 
This may appear, however, an unnecessary pre- 
caution when testing with water, yet it should 
always be rigidly carried out when testing by 
steam. The jarring caused by the calking is 
no doubt liable to start the seams and cause 
fresh leakage when the shell is under severe 
stress, and in all cases itis perhaps better to 
reduce the pressure while the boiler is being 
calked. 

Many recommend the employment of hot 
water for testing, since it assimilates the con- 
ditions of stress to those the boiler is exposed to 
when at work. However, the nearer the heat 
approaches to the conditions of working, the less 
capable is the boiler of being gauged and ex- 
amined, in consequence of the presence of the 
very heat that is recommended. This fact con- 
demns, in the writer’s opinion, the method of 
using very hot water, as a hydraulic test is com- 
paratively worthless without careful examina- 
tion at the same time. This objection to hot 
testing applies most strongly to tubular boilers 
where the large tubes are likely to be the 
weakest portion of the structure, and should 
consequently be the most carefully examined 
under pressure. Moreover, the effects produced 
by the uniform expansion of the whole boiler in 
using hot water for testing are in many cases 
very unlike the local expansion of the plates and 
other effects produced by the fire and hot gases.

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Ho.yore, Mass., May 30, 1883. 

Most of the mill people are out again to-day, 
assisting in various ways in celebrating Decora- 
tion Day. Business is not yet so brisk that the 
mill-owners are not willing to give their help the 
benefit of every holiday. And this is just the 
time of year when they ought to take every day 
they can get to enjoy the fresh air. Better earn 
a trifle less for the month and prolong life with 
on occasional outing. Some are inclined to 
think every day lIcst that does not find them at 
work ; indeed, they call it ‘‘ lost time,” when in 
fact a few more of such lost days would do them 
good if rightly spent. The majority of mill em- 
ployers are their own worst taskmasters, but 
we have, especially in the paper mills, a good 
many employes who are not ignorant, and to 
whom this remark does not apply. 

The malaria suit against the Smith Paper 
Company, of Lee, is still entitled to the name of 
‘*A Celebrated Case,” and is still before the 
public. The town of Lenox, having been beaten 
in court, seems now to be desirous of a news- 
paper trial. After the verdict had been given the 
presiding judge remarked: ‘‘ Lenox has had 
a fair trial, and I think the verdict a just one.” 
Still a recent issue of the Republican contains a 
long letter from R. T. Auchmuty, of Lenox in 
summer and of New York in winter, going over 
the whole case, making out a pretty bad story 
of the despoiling of a pleasant valley and the 
springing up of a dreadful disease, assuming 
all through that it is all the fault of the Smith 
Paper Company, just as was proved not to be 
the case before the jury. He gives a list of some 
300 persons who have had malaria during the 
past three of four years and leaves the impres- 
sion that they were all dreadfully and perma- 
nently sick, when quite the contrary is true. 
The trouble with a newspaper trial of such a 
case is that usually only one side is heard 
by the same audience, but this time Mr. 
Auchmuty’s letter is quickly answered by 
Councillor Wellington Smith of the com- 
pany, who shows, in a short communica- 
tion, the strong points in the defense. The 
land now covered by the millpond was al- 
ways wet and marshy, and it is better to have 
it covered with water. There was no proof that 
the stagnant water or the bad smells were the 
result of any action of the Smith Paper Com- 
pany. The malaria, too, is of a mild form, last- 
ing from one to ten days usually, and yielding 
easily to treatment. No more of this disease 
was felt in that place than in other towns where 
there were no such conditions. It was clearly 
shown that malaria does not depend upon 
swamps and low lands. Mr. Smith says that he 
will be glad to have the State Board of Health 
investigate the matter, and he does not fear any 
different verdict from that which the jury gave. 
He mentions one fact in which we can all bear 
him out, and that is that there is much less of 
the malaria this year. It was prevalent in the 
Connecticut Valley last year, but I have not 
heard of a case around here yet this season. 

Morris Maley, aged sixteen, employed in the 
George R. Dickinson Paper Company’s new mill, 
fell into the gearing of one of the paper calen- 
ders the other day, and injured his legs so badly 
that amputation may be necessary. 

H. L. Thayer, formerly of the Morgan Enve- 
lope Company, has taken charge of the Valley 
Paper Company’s ruling department. 

The Franklin Paper Company has re-elected 
James H. Newton president, while John Ra- 
mage becomes vice-president, and F, H. Cham- 
berlain treasurer.

The Revolving Suction-Box. 
Hotyoke, May 28, 1883. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

It is possible, Mr. Editor, that we shall suck so 
hard that the very bottom will be out—and 
then ? 

Having had occasion to examine into the pat- 
ent reports regarding an invention I am about 
to try and patent, I came across one on the pa- 
per machine and suction-box. If you can spare 
the space I will give part of the specification 
which alludes to the latter. Your correspondent 
“Harper,” in THE JOURNAL of May 19, speaks 
of a revolving suction-box in 1831. I happened 
to be apprenticed in that very mill, but the box 
was not there in my time, although it wasin use 
at Charlton Mill, belonging to Mr. Brock, about 
a mile from Dover, in 1844. 

On February 21, 1828, Patent No. 5,617 was 
granted to George Dickinson, of Buckland Mill, 
Dover, Kent, England, on the revolving suction- 
box. The specification read as follows: ‘* The 
circumference of the cylinder is provided with 
a great number of small holes disposed at regu- 
lar intervals. It will admit water to drain 
through from the film of the pulp or half-formed 
paper which covers the endless web where it 
passes over the cylinder B. That water passes 
through the holes, which are pierced in its 
circumference, into the inside, where it is re- 
ceived into a trough and fixed withinside the 
cylinder, and from that internal trough the 
water is carried away by a drain pipe, which is 
conducted through the hollow axle on which the 
cylinder revolves, and to cause the water to 
thus drain through from the paper to the inside 
of the cylinder. The interior of the trough, 
which is fixed withinside of that cylinder, is kept 
partially exhausted of air by a continual action 
of air-pumps, worked by the machine, a portion 
of air being withdrawn from the internal 
trough, the elastic pressure of the air which re- 
mains in it is rendered less than that of external 
atmospheric air which is in contact with the out- 
side surface of the film of pulp or half-formed 
paper upon the endless web, and, consequently, 
that paper is pressed down upon the wire by the 
excess wherewith the pressure of the atmos- 
phere predominates over the pressure of the air 
remaining unexhausted from the internal 
trough. This difference of pressure tends to 
squeeze out the water from the paper, and it 
passes through the wire-cloth to the inside of the 
cylinder and is received within the internal 
trough, from whence it drains away by the 
drain-pipe, which passes through the hollow 
axle. 

‘“*The construction of the cylinder B and its 
internal trough is explained by Fig. 3, which is 
a longitudinal section, and Fig. 4, which is a 
transverse section of that cylinder, B B, is the 
rim or circumference of the cylinder, which 
is made of brass or copper pierced with a great 

umber of holes. which are about one-fourth of 
an inch diameter, and are arranged at distances 
of about three-eighths of an inch apart from the 
centre of one hole to the centre of every adja- 
cent hole, that is to say, the centre of every 
three adjacent holes form the three angles of 
an equilateral triangle, each side of which is 
three-eighths of an inch. The ends of the 
cylinders are closed by two circular plates, 
or wheels, which have projecting rims entering

EASTERN STATES. 

The Maine State Press says that Emery An- 
drews has sold his mill privilege at Welchville, 
Me., and the Mousam Manufacturing Company 
of Kennebunk, of which Mr. Andrews is man- 
ager, has bought of Mr. Waterman his farm 
and water privilege in Poland, known as the 
Hackett Mills. The Mousam Manufacturing 
Company now owns the entire Hackett Mills 
privilege and is building a mill about 200x50 
feet, with bleach house 20x30 feet. The Welch- 
ville machinery will be moved to the new mill 
when it is completed. The mil! will have some 
novelties in its construction, and it is expected 
that board can be made ata minimum of cost. 
The bleach house will be three stories high, and 
and is so situated that the straw stock can be 
run on a level from the carts to the third story, 
which will contain the cutters. The cut stock 
is furnished directly into the large rotary 
bleacher, which will be hung in the second 
story. After bleaching the stock is easily drop- 
ped into bins on the floor of the first story, 
which is on a level with the floor of the main 
mill. All elevating of the stock is thus dispensed 
with. The main building is constructed on the 
*‘one story plan.” The main shaft will be un- 
der the floor, resting on brick piers, and all en- 
gines and machines also rest on brick founda- 
tions, entirely independent of the mill. The 
whole manufacture from furnishing the engines 
to weighing and sorting wili be in this one room. 
The boiler will be outside of the mill, distant a 
few feet, in a brick fire-proof building, and will 
have an underground way for steam and water 
pipes. The main power will be furnished by 
two small Hercules wheels, a right and left, set 
in the flume outside of the mill, and each geared 
directly to the main shaft which passes over 
their centres. By this arrangement high speed, 
and light gears dre secured without extra cost, 
and the greater strain and thrust of a single, 
slower moving wheel, and heavier gears are 
avoided. The mill is situated one mile from Em- 
pire station on the Grand Trunk Railway, but 
the Grand Truak Railway Company is to put in 
a siding very near the mill. The Boston office 
of this company is managed by S. B. Rogers & 
Co., who are also owners and directors in the 
company. 

The Hampshire Paper Company, South Had- 
ley Falls, Mass., has had a hydraulic damper 
regulator put in by the Salamander Grate Bar 
Company, New York. 

The Glen Company, Glen Falls, N. Y., is set- 
ting a tubular boiler 4’x16 with the Jarvis fur- 
nace. 

B. B. & R. Knight, Providence, R. L, have 
ordered three more sets of shaking grate bars 
for their White Rock Mills, at Westerly, R. L, 
from the Aetna Grate Bar Company, New York. 

The Sibley Machine Company, — Norwich, 
Conn., has about its usual run of work, among 
which is a six-cylinder railroad duster for the 
Wyoming Paper Company, and a machine of 
the same kind to go to Bridgeport, Conn. 

W. T. Barker & Co., proprietors of the Mo- 
nadnock Paper Mills, Bennington, N. H., are 
putting in a 30 horse-power steam engine, doub- 
ling the capacity of their dryers, re-setting ma- 
chines and changing screens, by which the 
capacity of their mill will be materially in- 
creased. A substantial brick building is being 
added, in which to put the engines, &c. Other 
changes are contemplated. Their product is 
fine book. 

The Burlington Manufacturing Company has 
taken possession of the pulp mill at Belden’s 
Falls, Middlebury, Vt., which property, together 
with the marble mill and water privilege there, 
it purchased some weeks ago. 

The Franklin Paper Company, Holyoke, is to 
make several important improvements in its 
mill. The engine-room is to be remodeled and 
new engines will be put in to replace their old 
ones. The wheel-pit is to be lowered and a new 
flume and wheel are to be put in. 

The George R. Dickinson Paper Company, 
Holyoke, is to build en engine-room 20x30 feet in 
dimensions, and will place in it a fine 300 horse- 
power steam-engine of the Harris-Corliss manu- 
facture. The engine when placed will be one of 
the largest and finest in the city, and is to be so 
connected with shaftings that the whole mill can 
be run by it in times of low water. 

The Seymour Paper Company, Windsor 
Locks, Conn., is putting in a new boiler of six 
tons oapacity. 

George C. Fisk, owner of the Brightwood 
Mills, Hinsdale, N. H., will make numerous 
changes and improvements in his mills this sum- 
mer. He will build a new boiler-house and put 
in another boiler; take out two engines and sub- 
stitute two 600-lbs. beating engines of Jones’ 
make; take out the 30-inch machine wheel and 
replace it with a new 30-inch Hunt turbine; put 
in a 25 horse-power Fitchburg upright engine to 
run the machine. He will also get a new vat 
and two new cylinders, and will build a finish- 
ing-room, 36x36 feet, and a new office. The en- 
gine and machine rooms and all of the ma- 
chinery will be repainted, and when this is done 
Mr. Fisk will have as good a tissue and toilet 
paper mill as there is running. Mr. Fisk is ob- 
viously a man of enterprise, and has faith in 
paper. He is one of those who believe in being 
known by his works. 











MIDDLE STATES. 

G. B. Rommel, owner of the Wyoming Valley 
Paper Mill, Pittston, Pa., has had his mill shut 
down for two weeks while making improve- 
ments and repairs. He started up again on May 
29. He bas built an addition, 17x50 feet, to the 
mill, and has put in a Westinghouse steam-en- 
gine, 7x7, 18 horse-power, for running the 62- 
inch machine. The engine is said to run splen- 
didly, giving steady motion for the machine. 
The mill is running full of orders. 





CANADA. 
The city council, Brandon, Manitoba, has 
granted Cameron & Larkin a bonus of $5,000 for 


the purpose of building a paper - mill, Two 
blocks have been granted on section 22 for the 
purpose. 

Mr. MclIlvanie, Portage la Prairie, Manitoba, 
has put in some new machinery in his paper 
mill. His object is to further improve the qual- 
ity of the tar paper turned out.

THE MONEY MARKET.—There is just now 
a plethora of loanable funds in the banks, whose 
reserves are larger than they have been since 
January, with currency still flowing in from 
the South and West? The rates for call loans 
are down to 2 to3 per cent., while prime mer- 
cantile paper readily passes at 4 to 6 per cent. 
That we shall have an easy money market dur- 
ing the summer months seems altogether prob- 
able. 

The stock market is without feature of gen- 
eral interest. The same reluctance on the part 
of the public to buy that has now prevailed for 
months is still showing itself. 

Government bonds show littlechange. The 4's 
and 4},’s are attracting the most attention, and 
are relatively firm. 

Railroad mortgages are irregular in price, 
and, on the whole, quiet. 

Foreign exchange has advanced, the supply 
being light, and the demand has improved. We 
quote :

THE PAPER TRADE.—The conditions and 
tendencies of trade have not materially changed. 
The spring season proper is over, and the dis- 
tributive movement is gradually decreasing, and 
we are just entering upon what is usually the 
dullest month of the year. So far as the im- 
mediate outlook is concerned the prospect is not 
flattering, but in the event of a successful agri- 
cultural season there is no reason to doubt that 
trade during the autumn months will be fairly 
prosperous. Meanwhile there is much the same 
pronounced conservatism in regard to ventures 
for the future that has been so consipicuous a 
characteristic generally for several months past. 
While business is not likely to be much more un- 
profitable during the summer than it has been 
during the spring, it must be admitted that the 
feeling among the trade, manufacturers and 
dealers alike is the reverse of cheerful. The 
continuation of failures, has still a more or less 
discouraging influence, although it is to be noted 
that the aggregate amounts involved, for the 
most part, have been quite inconsiderable. 


JUTE BUTTS.—There is a firm market with 
moderate sales at full prices. The sales aggre- 
gate 3,500 bales merchantable paper quality on 
the spot at 1%<c. to 2c., the market closing firm 
at these prices; also sales of about 1,000 bales 
bagging quality at 2i4c. to 2%{c. The Calcutta

market is said to be higher and quoted at 11 to 
12 rupees, and freight $9 to $10 per ton, which 
makes the cost of import 2}¢c. The arrivals 
here during the week aggregate 31,693 bales, 
and include the San Joaquin, 8,983 bales, 5,000 of 
which sold to consumers to arrive, the remainder 
going into store; the Iceberg with 3,416 bales, of 
which 2,500 bales go into store, the remainder 
being sold to consumers; the Great Victoria 
with 11,741 bales, of which 7,000 bales were sold, 
to arrive, to consumers, the remainder going 
into store, and the Landseer with 7,553 bales, 
all sold to consumers, 


WOOD PULP.—The very low prices of rags 
prevent any advance in the prices of Wood Pulp, 
but manufacturers hold steadily to the figures 
which have ruled for some weeks past. We con- 
tinue to quote 25¢@2%c. for Spruce, and Poplar 
2@2{c. 

WOOD FIBRE.—Chemical Wood Fibre is 
firmly held, and there is a good and steady 
market for the best makes at 42{@5c. for 
bleached, and 3c. for unbleached. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
There is a continued indifference on the part of 
manufacturers to extend their purchases be- 
yond actual needs, and consequently the trans- 
actions reported are of such lots as can be taken 
up at very low figures. Most consumers pursue 
a very conservative policy in their operations, 
and even at the low offerings made them show a 
strong disinclination to carry any accumulation. 
The shipments have fallen off somewhat since 
last week, but the supply already here being 
very considerable, it will be some time yet be- 
fore the effect of lighter receipts will be felt. 
Our importers see very little encouragement in 
the business at this time, as it is quite difficult to 
realize cost even on any large invoices, offerings 
being made in instances below the cost abroad. 
It would seem to b® a very opportune time for 
consumers to buy in the present condition of the 
market, but there are very many who look for 
still lower prices before the summer is over. 
The arrivals during the past week aggregate 
8,663 bales and bags, embracing 2,277 bales 
Rags, 213 bales Old Papers, and 1,173 bales Ma- 
nillas. 


DOMESTIC RKAGS.—The inquiry for domes- 
tic stock is still very light and dealers and pack- 
ers experience considerable difficulty in effecting 
sales and maintaining former prices. There is 
considerable coming in from the country with 
the supply of No. 2 Whites, rather larger than 
of No. 1. On No. 2 Whites prices vary accord- 
ing to the packer from 2}¢c. to 2 9 16c., although 
some very good lots can be secured at the in- 
side price. No. 1 Whites are about steady at 
our last quotation varying from 4c. to 4%e. 
Seconds remain in very large supply, and the 
range of quotations from 1c. to 1%c. We 
note sales of 75 bales No. 2 City Whites at 2\¢c.; 
60 bales No. 1 do. at 45¢c., and 125 bales Seconds 
at 1c. 


BAGGING, &c.—The tone of the market for 
Gunny Bagging cannot be said to have improved 
in any particular. There are still free offerings 
at 1% @2c. for good No. 1 Manchester, but im- 
porters find it almost impossible to get offers 
even at a concession from these figures. We 
hear of an offer of 1?<c. reported as having been 
made and refused for 100 tons of No. 1 Man- 
chester, and a sale of 50 tons of extra No. 1 
brand at 2 1-16c. There is little or no sale for 
scarcely any kind of Jute stock. Jute Rope 
and Threads are arriving here and are being 
stored for the lack of buyers. Manilla Rope is 
nominally steady at 34¢c. for Domestic and 
3%c. for Foreign. We note a small sale of 
Clean Jute Threads at 2 7-16c. 


OLD PAPERS.—These still continue quite 
generally neglected, with very little demand 
for any special grade, and prices are nominal 
throughout. We continue to quote : Commons, 
45@55c.; No. 2 Bogus Manillas, 70@80c.; No. 1 
do., 1@1}{c.; Light Book Stock, 14@1%c.; 
Folded News, 1.56}/@1.62%¢c. ; No. 1 Manillas,
